Let  heat  slowly, 
stirring  gently  occasionally  to  help  melt  sugar. 
When  sugar  is  all  melted,  bring  to  the  boiling 
point  and  cook  until  juice  is  thick  and  rich. 
Occasionally  skim  off  froth  which  comes  to  top. 
Just  a minute  or  two  before  removing  from 
fire,  add  a teaspoonful  of  cornstarch  dissolved 
in  a little  cold  water.  This  clears  and  makes 
juice  a lovely  rich  consistency.  Remove  from 
fire,  and  pour  in  hot,  sterilized  glasses.  Cover 
with  paraffine  when  cold.

Strawberry  Shortcake 

Wash  thoroughly  and  hull  two  quarts  of  well- 
ripened  berries.  Place  in  sauce-pan  and  add 
as  much  sugar  as  your  taste  requires.  Then 
mash  berries  with  sugar  until  a rich  juice  is 
formed.  Allow  to  stand  while  preparing  the 
shortcake.  A few  of  the  berries  may  be  re- 
served whole  for  garnishing. 

Sift  together  two  cups  of  flour,  three  tea- 
spoonfuls of  baking  powder  and  one-half  tea- 
spoonful of  salt.  Add  two  tablespoonfuls  of 
butter  and  mix  thoroughly  with  fork,  then  add 
two-thirds  cup  of  sweet  milk.  Pat  into  a well- 
greased  and  floured  pan  and  bake  ten  to  twelve 
minutes  in  a quick  oven.  When  done,  remove 
and  cut  in  squares,  butter  squares  and  cover 
with  crushed  fruit.  This  may  be  served  with 
or  without  cream.
